Here in Sierra Madre we are face to face 
with such a situation that deserves the 
most careful and frank consideration. On 
December 10 the voters will decide whether 
or not we shall have a new elementary 
school to which we can point with pride as 
a show place of this city instead of driving 
our visiting guests over a round-about route 
lu avoid it. Not only is it unattractive from 
an aesthetic viewpoint, but it is even more . 
lacking from the point of view of efficient j t 
educational facilities. ^ 

Then we are already launched upon a s 
program of putting through Central Avenue s 
from Santa Anita Avenue (Double Drive) 1 
to Colorado Street in Pasadena. The con- € 
templated improvements, for which the city I 
engineer was ordered Monday evening by 
the City Council to prepare specifications, i 
will include a new lighting system, a great ' 
deal of sidewalk construction, and curbing. ( 
These projects are vital necessities and 1 
cannot by any fair-minded person be classed < 
as luxuries or unnecessary extravagancies. ( 
If we are to grow and prosper in keeping 
with other communities in Southern Cali- ' 
fomia, we must keep up appearances in ' 
order to attract people to come and live 
here. These improvements should be con¬ 
sidered as investments rather than ex¬ 
penses, just as one must add to the capital 
investment of his private business if he 
would see it prosper. 

If we would all work together in har¬ 
mony, and co-operate with our city officials 
insofar as we are convinced that they are 
attempting to give us a business-like ad¬ 
ministration, all these things could be 
brought about in a sui'prisingly easy man¬ 
ner and with no great burden of expense to 
the property owners.

The floor of the porch is of can¬ 
vass over wood, and slopes down 
to shed the rain. V^hat can be 
done about this? Al.so, can you 
tell me how to furnish such a 
study?—B. L. 

R. L. I am quite sure you 
would never regret converting 
your outside porch into a study. 

I have friends who have done this 
and considered it a great sue-1 
cess. The approximate minimum ' 
price would be $300. More could 
be added, according to the furn- j 
Ishlngs. 

With regard to the walls, 1 
would make the inside the same 
as the original outside walls of 
the house. This will save extra 
expense and allow you to use the 
side of the house without any 
trouble of alteration. 1 would 
leave the original beams, too, as 
they are an asset toward making 
a beautiful and substantial cell¬ 
ing. A rainproof board roof will 
have to be put between the beams 
just as though you were roofing 
a house. You will have to lay 
an even floor over the other, 
simply disregarding the other en¬ 
tirely. I should advise you to 
make the floor of hard wood as 
It takes a fine polish 

You should be guided by your 
own choice in the number of win¬ 
dows. If your porch is on the 
shady side of the house, I would 
.suggest your having windows set 
about a foot apart all the way 
around. Personally. I detest

First, because this is a home 
town, full of home folks, unique 
in its location. 

I'm glad to pay my taxes. The 
assessed value being a little more 
than one quarter of its fair val¬ 
ue—of course, Mr. Editor, I know' 
we could cut our tax rate in half 
if the asses.sor doubled the valu-: 
atlon he puts on our home places. ■ 
But if he did, I'd pay the same 
amount. , 

Times have changed. 25c-meals 
are smaller In size and higher in 
price. I’ve seen this little place' 
grow. I pay fifty cents for my 
hair-cuts and the barber cuts it 
longer than he did for two bits! 
years ago. 

I have a radio, but don’t mind 
paying for the batteries (hope to 
get one of those that you hooK, 
up to the lights for Christmas I ! 
and thank the good Lord that i 1 
live here and sure W'ant the kid.s 
to have their new building, even 


if my five children have struck 
out for themselves and have kids 
of their owTi. 

Taxes are more than they used 
to be and .so are hair cuts. 

I hope I can get this to you in 1 
time; fir.st, because I believe mo.st 
of the people think as I do, and i 
because we all want to see the 
vacant lots built up with modest 
homes owned by good folks like 
we try to be, and becau.se the 
more people that come here and 
. locate the less I’ll have to pay 
■ to Mr. W. O. Welch, the tax 
collector.

TO THE PEOPLE OF SIERRA MADRE: 

Do we all realize how lucky we aie to be living in this town? Do 
we know all the things we should be thankful for? One of the most 
beautiful locations in the world—the everlasting hills between us and 
the desert—a marvellous valley spread at our feet—beauty on every 
side on which to feast our eyes—with which to emich our souls. 

Nature has done much lor us—man hasn't done so badly. Take 
that always grievous matter of taxes. Do we know that property in 
this little mountain city is assessed away below its sale value?

Now, in places where 
the same pi’operty would be assessed at $2,500, and the taxes paid were 
the same amount, namely $71.25, your rate would show up as only $2.S5 
per hundred. From this jou can plainly see that though our tax rate 
may seem i.’.ih, the taxes are really lower than property of similar value 
in other cc-.imunities with higher a.ssessed valuation, but an “appar¬ 
ently attra.’iive’’ lower rate. Makes a big difference, doesn’t it? 

.\nd we get a lot for those ta.xes. They pay our shaie for the state 
universities, the high schools, the city schools, our highways, our courts, 
the Hood control, the public health service, protection from epidemics, 
agricultural pest control, state and county as well as city police protec¬ 
tion, all our government activities. Think of all the agencies that serve 
us for that $4.75. 

There is a lot of talk about taxes getting higher, but so has every¬ 
thing else gotten higher—including wages and incomes. It costs more 
nowadays to pay for all these public services of ours. We may grumble 
but wouldn’t we howl if any of these improvements were taken away from 
us, and wouldn’t we howl if we went back to a dollar a day wage? Sup¬ 
pose the state stopped building highways for traffic? 

We want Sierra Madre to grow, with more homes—for this will 
always be a city of homes. But homes—real homes—mean children— 
and for children we must have good schools.—The vacant lots must be 
built on, if we would grow—but no one with children will build unless 
the schools axe right. 

The schools that were good enough for us older folks won’t do for 
the coming generation, any more than the old horse and buggy of our 
youth will do today. 

The children of our city must have the same preparation for the 
competition of life as children from other cities—or tht* parents won’t 
come here. We need those parents. We MUST provide the schools. 
And we can afford it! 

The allied Sierra Madre organizations sponsoring this message be¬ 
lieve in Siena Madre. realizing that with a new. modern, efficient and 
fire-proof school plant we can become one of the finest "cities of homos’’ 
in the great Southwest. Let’s all pull together.
